information gleaned from survivors of 
steamers sunk recently in the South 
Atlantic by the German raider, it has 
been learned that the raider was & 
vessel of the merchant type, about uOO 
feet long and with parts of her sides 
movable. 
She had 
two 
leleseope 


masts, two telescope funnels, a lalse 
hand steerins gear on the poop deck 
which concealed her largest gun, 
and 


four concealed torpedo tubes. 


The steamer, it ib fcnid, mounted 


four six inch and two seven-inch guns 
and also srna'lfer guns, including sev- 
eral of the machine type. 
She was 


equipped with \entilators and was of 
Ihe fruit carrying lype of boat, her 
'tween decks space giving accommo- 
dation for many prisoners. The cap- 
tain of the raider, according to some 
of the men brought here, inlormod a 
captured Uritish otlic-er that ho was 
not interested in passenger boats. The 
raider was frequently repainted and 
had on board suilicient malerial to 
completely chang« her appearance. 


The prisoners are kept in the hold 


behind iron bars, and some of the 
men say that their lot wns not a

LITERACY TEST 


KILLS MEASURE 


Wilson Vetoes Immigration Bill 


on That Ground 


WRONG iN~PRINClPLE 


Certain Other Provisions of Mea*. 


ure Might Prove Disquieting 


to United States 


Washington. D. C., Jan. 29 -- Presi- 


dent Wilson today vetoed the immi- 
gration bill passed recently by con- 
gress because of its literacy test pro- 
visions. 


It was the second time that Presi- 


dent Wilson had vetoed an immigra- 
tion bill because of the literacy test 
and tor the same reason similar meas- 
ures were given vetoes by Presidents 
Taft and Cleveland. 


The President's veto message to the 


house in which the bill originated, 
fol- 


lows: 


"I very much regret to return this 


bill without rny signature. 


"In most of tho provisions of the 


bill I should bo very yplatl to concur, 
but 1 cannot rid myself of the convic- 
tion that the literacy t t constitutes 
a radical change in th" policy of the 
nation which is not justified in prin- 
ciple- It is not a test of character, of 
quality, or of persona! fitness 
but 


would operate in most cases merely as 
a penalty for lack of opportunity in 
the country from which the alien seek- 
ing admission came. The opportunity 
to rrain un education is in many cases 
one of the chief opportunities sought 
by the immigrant in coming to the 
United States and our experience in 
the past has not been that the illiter- 
ate immigrant is as such an undesir- 
able immigrant. Tests o ' quality and 
of purpose cannot be objected to on 
principle, but tests of opportunity sure- 
ly may be. 


"Moreover, even if this test might 


be equitably insisted on, one of the 
exceptions proposed to its application 
involves a provision which might lead 
to very delicate and hazardous diplo- 
matic situations. 


"The 
bill exempts from the opera- 


tion of the literacy tert 'all aliens who 
shall prove to the satisfaction of the 
proper immigration officer or to the 
secretary of labor that they are seek- 
ing admission to the United States to 
a,void religious persecution in the 
country of their last permanent resi- 
dence, whether such persecution be 
evidenced by overt ac's or by laws or 
governmental regulations that discrim- 
inate ag-ainst the alien or the race to 
which he belongs because o£ his re- 
ligious faith. 


"Such a. provision, so applied and 


administered, would obligo the officer 
concerned in effect to pass judgment 
upon the laws and practices of a for- 
eign government and declare that they 
did or 'did not constitute religious per- 
secutions. This would, to say the 
least, be a most invidious function for 
any administrative officer of this gov- 
ernment to perform and it is not only 
possible, but probable) that very ser- 
ious questions of interest, justice and 
comity would arise between this gov- 
ernment and the government or gov- 
ernments thus officially 
condemned,

ON GROWING ALFALFA. 


Tr««tm»nt of Stand, Cutting, Maturing 


and Cultivation of the Plant. 


{Prepared by United States department at 


agriculture.J 


H. li. TVestover, forage crop Investi- 


gator, bureau of plant, industry, and 
•H. B. Hendrick, assistant in agric ul- 
tural education, states relations sorv- 
•tce, United States department of agri- 
culture, make the following Misses- 
tlons for handling alfalfa in the bec- 
tion cast of the ninety-fifth meridian: 


Spring and early summer gcedings, 


unless the weeds threaten to choke out 
the young plants, should not bo clip- 
ped until they are twelve to fifteen 
inches high and begin ninj; to bloom. 
Th» cutter bar of the mower should 
*« set high, ns the alfalfa la likely to 
be injured if cut low. If the first cnt- 
'tingr Is light It may be left on the land 
as « mulch. If heavy enough to smoth- 
er the nlfalfa plants it should bo re- 
moved. Late summer seedlngs will 
'ordinarily need no further treatment 
until the following season, when three 
or four cuttings may be expected. The 
last cutting of a season in all ca^w 
•hould be early enough to permit suffi- 
cient growth for protection against 
•winter. When for any reason alfalfa 
turns yellow It should be cut Immedi- 
ately snd removed from the field. 


Teiy thin or patchy stands of alfalfa 


sometimes result from poor seed, win- 
ter freezing or pulling, or from fungous 
diseases. Attempts to thicken and im- 
prove such stands by any method of 
reseedlng have usually proved unsuc- 
cessful. It la best in such cases to 
.plo-w and prepare the sped bed anew, 
*ft«r -which the alfalfa should be sown 
again. 
' In general, alfalfa should be cut for 
•bay when the young shoots at the bases 
of tho plants first appear. If these 
new shoots become long enough to be 
cut off by the mower the new crop may 
'tm badly damaged. The blossoms often' 
•ppear simultaneously with the new 
.young shoots, but blossoms nlone are 
not a safe guide to the time for cut- 
ting. The new shoots and the blos- 
mma together must be tue final guide 
In cutting alfalfa for hay. 


i The best way to cure alfalfa is to 
«ock the hay soon after raking, leaT- 
Ing it In the cock until cured. In hu- 
mid sections canvas covers to place 
orer the cocks while the hay is curing 
are sometimes a good Investment. 
Care should be taken to handle the 
alfalfa hay so as not to lose leaves, as 
these contain considerably more than 
BO per cent of tho feeding value oC the 
hay. 


Alfalfa hay when cured should be 


htored BO that it will not become dam- 
aged and lose much of its feeding 
Talue. In humid climates especially 
It Is economical to house alfalfa hay. 
If a barn or sued Is not available for 
this purpose then at leant a roof of 
Borne kind should be provided to pro- 
tect the hay. "When alfalfa 13 stacked 
the center of the stack should always 
bo kept full and well packed during 
the whole time of bulldiiip, and the 
top of the stack should be well covered
